ditional thirty-five (35c) cents on 
each $100 of said yaluation, the 
funds derived from said special levy 
to be used erclusively for post- 
war planning and development and 
creation of jobs, and the general 
welfare of Albany’s returning serv- 
icemen and women of World War 
Two, said special levy to be limit- 
ed to ten (10) years?” was dis-

Albany Eagles Monday night 
were hosts to Berkeley Aerie with 
Assemblyman Gardiner Johnson of 
this district, a member of Berke- 
ley Aerie, as guest speaker of the 
evening.

after the defeat of Germany, east- 
ern industry be permitted to re- 
convert to peacetime production, 
Johnson said: 


“I say to you that the winning 
of the war over Japan is the re- 
sponsibility of all our country. Any 
other policy would delay the day 
of final victory and it would also 
impair the economic well-being of 
the entire nation.” 

“The task of reconversion,” he 
emphasized, “like the task of win- 
ning the war, must be on a nation- 
wide basis.” 

When the war is won, he con- 
tinued, the whole nation will “have 
a stake” in the West’s economic 
and industrial development. 

During his talk, Johnson pointed 
out that unity within the State of
